Increasing number of 
households in the red 

as interest rates bite

A GROWING number of families are facing 
unmanageable levels of debt - and experts 
warn the situation will escalate this month. 

Many households will receive a “triple whammy’ of bills 
this month from university fees, back to school expenses 
and credit card statements for summer holidays. 

The new pressures come on top of increasing mortgage 
payments as a result of steadily rising interest rates. 

The Legal Services Commission (LSC) helped more 
than 3,000 people with debt problems in Kent last year 
and warned the number is set to rise in 2007. 

Nationally, the amount of people losing their homes to 
debt is up by nearly a third on last year’s figures because 
of increasing interest rates, the commission said. 

In February 2006 the interest rate was set at 4.5 per 
cent. It is currently at 5.75 per cent. 

LSC runs the Community Legal Service Direct, a debt 
helpline, which helped 113 people in Kent in one month 
alone - with a quarter of those living in the Medway area. 

The manager of the Maidstone branch of the Citizen’s 
Advice Bureau, Bonny Malhortra, said the average debt 
of people seeking help was between £30,000-34,000, not 
including mortgages. 

He blamed the easy availability of credit and the sys¬ 
tem of “borrowing and living to the hilts” for the problem. 

“There is a lot of money available. People can ask to 
consolidate loans and if people have three or four credit 
cards consolidation is a good idea, but they end up 
increasing their indebtedness if they continue to spend. 
We see that a lot,” he said. 

The Maidstone CAB dealt with £8 million of debt for 
129 clients in 2005-06. In 2006-07 it stood at 7.5 million

‘Borrow responsibly 
and lend responsibly’

for only 115 people. 

Mr Malhortra said the only way 
to solve the crisis was for people to 
take responsibility for their spend¬ 
ing. 

He said: “People talk about irre¬ 
sponsible lending, but what we 
need to think about is irresponsible 
borrowing. It is a question of hav¬ 
ing to educate people on how to 
manage money - telling them to 
borrow responsibly, but also to 
spend responsibly.” 

Pensions crisis 

He said people needed to move 
away from the “I want to have it 
now culture”. 

Mr Malhortra said rising mort¬ 
gages and the pensions crisis had 
added to people’s debt problems in 
recent years. 

“Two thirds of workers’ income is 
below the national average of 
£24,000. All these things do have 
an effect and on top of that you are 
required to keep up with the 
Joneses. Something is going to have 
to give,” he said. 


He said the Government should 
impose stricter regulations on loan 
companies. 

“There should be laws in place for 
responsible loaning. Government 
should not be allowing corrupt 
loaners to function because there 
are people prepared to go down 
that road,” he added. 

The Legal Services Commission 
said 3.7million people across the 
country are having serious finan¬ 
cial problems. 

The government-sponsored organ¬ 
isation urged people in debt to get 
help before the situation escalates. 

South East director Martin Seel 
said a period of very low interest 
rates had led to more people being 
stung by debt. 

Asked whether banks should be 
doing more to advise customers 
about the risks of borrowing, he 
said: “Banks need to be taking a 
responsible view of people’s credit 
and ability to repay and the cus¬ 
tomer also needs to be taking 
responsibility and a responsible 
view of what they can afford.”

End to cattle restrictions 


LIVESTOCK markets will be able to resume 
from Monday when restrictions on moving 
animals are lifted. 

The red tape will be removed at one 
minute past midnight on September 3 - one 
month after the outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease in Surrey was reported. 

It means livestock markets such as 
Ashford will be able to go back to work. 

Shows and other gatherings involving ani¬ 
mals will also resume, subject to various con¬ 
ditions, following talks between farming lead¬ 
ers and the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs. 

Peter Kendall, president of the National 
Farmers’ Union, said: “This is an important 
step forward for the industry that desperate¬ 


ly needs to get its marketing back to normal 
so as to limit the damage from the foot and 
mouth outbreak. 

“It should give confidence, a much- 
needed boost and enable planning to go 
ahead for the important autumn sales of 
breeding livestock, and the remaining agri¬ 
cultural shows.” 

Announcing the lifting of restrictions, 
the Government’s chief veterinary officer, 
Debby Reynolds, said: “Having considered 
carefully a veterinary risk assessment of 
allowing animals to move to livestock 
markets and agricultural shows, I have 
concluded these can restart from Monday as 
part of our staged risk-based approach to 
easing movement controls.” 


Experience life in The Grange 


THE home designed and 
lived in by one of England’s 
most influential and prolific 
architects is opening its 
doors to the public. 

The Grange in Ramsgate 
was the home of Augustus 
Pugin, the creator of Big 
Ben’s clock tower and the 
interiors of the Houses of 
Lords and Commons.

The Landmark Trust, a 
building preservation chari¬ 
ty, will be opening the house 
for four days from next 
Friday.

SOLDIERS from a Kent regiment 
named in honour of Princess Diana 
paid tribute to the late royal on the 
10th anniversary of her death. 

The Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment, 
which is based in Canterbury, was formed 
in 1992. Princess Diana was the regiment’s 
Colonel in Chief until she retired from public 
duty when she became divorced from Prince 
Charles. 

The regiment’s commanding officer, Major 
General Paul Newton, attended Friday’s 
memorial service at Guards’ Chapel, near 
Buckingham Palace. 

A spokesman for the regiment said: “The 
regiment fondly remembers Diana, Princess 
of Wales from her time as Colonel in Chief.” 

The regiment were pallbearers at the pri¬ 
vate burial service. 

Honour 

One of the soldiers who helped lower 
Princess Diana into her grave this week 
spoke about the looks on her two sons’ faces. 

“That’s a memory that will never leave me,” 
said former private Nigel Enright. “And 
Charles too - it was unbelievable. It was the 
greatest and saddest honour I have ever had.” 

Prince Harry told Fridays memorial serv¬ 
ice that Diana had been the “best mother in 
the world” and he and Prince William think 
of her every day. 

Harry added: ‘When she was alive we com¬ 
pletely took for granted her unrivalled love of 
life, laughter, fun and folly. 

‘We speak about her and laugh together at 
all the memories.” 

Prince William read the 23rd Psalm for his 
mother and the service included two prayers 
written by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr Rowan Williams.

The school set up a foundation to help 
traumatised and underprivileged young¬ 
sters following her death in 1997. 

Principal Valerie May said: “It’s been 
heartening to know that I think we are 
doing what she would have liked to have 
happened here. 

“She did write a note in a careers lesson 
when she was at the school saying, ‘when I 
grow up I want to help children, want to 
make their lives better’, and that’s what we 
are doing on her behalf.” 

When Princess Diana died, soldiers from 
The Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment laid 
flowers at the gate of their Howe Barracks 
headquarters in Canterbury. 


Princess Diana was 36 when she was killed 
after the Mercedes she was a passenger in 
crashed in the Pont de l’Alma tunnel, in 
Paris, on August 31,1997. 

Her companion, Dodi A1 Fayed, 42, and 
chauffeur Henri Paul, also died. 

Princess Diana visited Canterbury 
Cathedral in May 1983, December 1986 
and saw Archbishop George Carey 
enthroned in April 1991. 

But her links with the county began at 
an early age. 


She went to the West Heath Girls’ School, 
now called the New School, in Sevenoaks, 
from the age of 12. 

A special service of remembrance and 
thanksgiving was held at the school on Friday.

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Maidstone-based troops fly out to Afghan province teeming with Taliban forces

KENT soldiers are flying to an 
Afghan hotspot this weekend 
where the Taliban controls near¬ 
ly half the countryside. 

The Sappers from 36 Engineer Regiment 
based in Maidstone are vital to the pro¬ 
gramme of gaining hearts and minds in the 
troubled Helmand province. 

Fresh soldiers begin arriving today to 
replace units who have successfully 
repulsed Taliban attacks. 

The Royal Engineers Commanding 
Officer, Lt-Col Richard Wardlaw said his 
unit, made up of British and Gurkha 
troops, knew they were taking on a tough 
assignment. 

He said: “The Taliban control 40 per cent 
of the province and we need to extend our 
influence across the countryside. 

“This has happened successfully around 
the provincial capital Lashnar Gar where 
Royal Engineers have been overseeing 
projects to rebuild infrastructure and as a 
result the influence of the Taliban has 
waned. 

if We want to help the community by build¬ 
ing schools and health centres, but we must 
recognise the Taliban are out to stop us.” 

The new unit’s major task is to protect the 
Kajaki Dam which is vital to the future of 
Afghanistan. 

Taliban insurgents recently blew up the 
generators depriving a vast area of electric 
power. The Maidstone Sappers will be build¬ 
ing a new road to bring new generators. 

Their task will be made harder by carry¬ 
ing 801bs kit on patrol in searing tempera¬ 
tures that can reach 46C. 

They will also teach Afghan soldiers 
combat engineering skills because as 
Lt-Colonel Wardlaw says, the British Army 
won’t be there forever. 

His soldiers have been training since 
April for the rigorous task. On top of all the 
challenges they will be facing there is mis¬ 
trust following the brutal Soviet occupation 
where villages were wiped off the map. 

Lt-Colonel Wardlaw said: “The message is 
getting through that we are there to help 
the Afghans, but the Russians left an awful 
legacy behind.” 

Projects 

Before coming to 36 Engineer Regiment, 
the colonel was based in Iraq. 

He said: “Compared to Iraq, Afghanistan 
is fourth world. There is only one tarmac 
road which was built with American money. 
The problems of Afghanistan are vastly dif¬ 
ferent to those of Iraq.” 

Staff Sergeant Pumasingh Tamang, 38, 
has been teaching mine awareness. 

His men would have to deal with some of 
the explosive legacy of previous conflicts 
where it interferes with operations. 

It is estimated there are 10 million 
uncleared mines in Afghanistan plus 100 
million unexploded bombs and shells. 

On top of that, the Taliban are mining 
roads before melting back across the 
Pakistan border. 

He said: “It is my job to teach our men the 
hazards of dealing with mines and how to 
recognise the various types of mine. 

The come in various sizes, from the large 
anti-vehicle mine to small anti-personnel 
mines. They are all lethal.”

Maidstone with his wife and two children. 
The 20-year veteran has served in Bosnia, 
Northern Ireland, Sierra Leone and was 
among the first over the Iraqi border 
during the invasion. 

He said: “When you say you are looking 
forward to going to Afghanistan people look 
at you with raised eyebrows. In the Army 
we do see the rougher parts of the world. 

“This operation is totally different to Iraq 
where we were employed in combat 
engineering. 

“We will have to go into action to blow up 
enemy fortifications, but principally my job 
is to help develop hearts and minds by help¬ 
ing the locals to build vitally needed com¬ 
munity projects. I’m really looking forward 
to it.” 

Sapper Binod Rai, 24, is trained as a sur¬ 
veyor as well as being a fully trained combat 
engineer. It’s his first operational tour. 

He said: “Some of the mountainous areas 
are a bit like home, but the desert is totally 
different. My job is as part of unit which will 
be supporting 40 Royal Marine Commando 
who will be protecting the dam project.” 

The Sappers are going to Afghanistan as 
part of a battlegroup containing the marines, 
the Household Cavaliy, two companies of 
Coldstream Guards and a Danish battalion. 

Also part of the deployment are the 
Shorncliffe-based 1st Royal Gurkha Rifles 
who are acting as emergency reserve.

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‘Liberalism has 
increased crime’ 

Soft ap p roach to criminals has led to social disorder 


A FORMER police chaplain who 
worked alongside front line officers 
for 15 years hit out this week at 
“guilt-ridden” liberal criminal jus¬ 
tice policies which he says have led 
to the recent upsurge in gun and 
knife crime. 

The Reverend Campbell Paget, an ex-Army 
officer, said he witnessed a gradual breakdown 
of morale within the force during his time 
based in both South London and Medway 
from the mid 80s to the late 90s as “politically 
correct” attitudes increasingly prevailed. 

And he warned this week that the legacy of 
those guidelines could lead to frustration 
among ordinary people boiling over and some 
taking the law into their own hands. 

The Rev Paget said: “What began to develop 
during my time as a chaplain was that the old- 
style police officer and his way of working 
began to be pushed to one side in favour of the 
latest Home Office initiatives - some of which 
came from fairyland - and a focus on how we 
[the police] are appearing. 

Black mark 

“The good old policeman was seen very much 
as a dinosaur and any non-politically correct 
views expressed would result in a black mark. 

“This led to a marked falling off in respect 
for those who were in charge and a feeling that 
there was no support for those on the ground. 

“Many of the officers who were successful in 
this culture were far more concerned with 
their careers, their mortgages, their families 
than catching criminals. 

“Of course those who wanted to go back to 
tougher policing became disillusioned - many 
left to go to work as security consultants.” 

The Rev Paget was recruited into the police 
after serving as a captain in the Royal Green 
Jackets alongside Royal Ulster Constabulary 
officers in Northern Ireland. 

His first posting was Streatham before he 
moved to Rochester. The role he took on 
enabled him to watch how the judiciary treat¬ 
ed criminals. 

“A lot of people who pass judgement over 
others seem to have a guilt complex about the 
opportunities they have had compared with 
those offered to the people they are sitting in 
judgement of. During the 80s, 90s and even 
now - when the pendulum seems to have

swung back the other way - we are reaping 
the harvest of an extremely vocal group of peo¬ 
ple who were anti-establishment, anti-monar¬ 
chy and anti almost every other aspect of the 
traditional structure of society. 

“This soft approach to criminals and guilt- 
influenced liberal thinking is what has led to 
the current spate of serious crime.” 

The Rev Paget said he understood how liber¬ 
alism was important to the country as it came 
out of the straightjackets of the 1950s into the 
creative 1960s. 

“A lot of the attitudes then showed up the 
prejudices which existed in society and that 
was a good thing. But when people start going 
too far that way - and liberalism itself 
becomes entrenched across the political 
thought process - that is when a problem 


starts.” He said a “political will” must now 
exist across all parties to arrest this situation. 

He said: “We need to take very stringent 
measures to protect traditional values and the 
family in order to instil a sense of responsibil¬ 
ity which is lacking in so many people today.” 

Rev Paget, who is married with children, is 
now a parish priest and a school governor in 
West Kent. 

He said: “Police need to be able to do their job 
in so-called ghetto areas where turf wars are 
starting to become more frequent and more 
innocent people will be caught in the crossfire. 

“Unless we regain a moral fabric, decent peo¬ 
ple will start to take the law into their own 
hands. There exists a real danger of vigilan- 
tism which I could never support but I do 
understand.” 

The Home Office declined to comment.

Gun-ridden Hackney is safer 
than our town, say residents 


AN outraged homeowner said she would 
rather live in gun-ridden Hackney than put 
up with yobs in the centre of Faversham, 

writes Ian Read. 

She was backed by another homeowner 
who said she wished she hadn’t moved from 
Greenwich three months ago. 

Both women, who would not give their 
names for fear of reprisals, were speaking at 
a special meeting called by local police and 
the town council to combat thuggery in the 
town. 

The first woman said: “I feel less safe living 
here than I did when I lived in Hackney. We 
see kids being beaten up in fights and gener¬ 
al antisocial behaviour. It’s appalling that 
nothing seems to be being done about it.” 

The woman from Greenwich bought a pic¬ 
turesque cottage in the centre of the town 
and said teenagers have tormented her since 


she remonstrated a 14-year-old who was 
smoking cannabis on her doorstep. 

“We are developing a siege mentality,” she 
said. ‘When you speak to these people all you 
get is a mouthful of foul abuse. It’s so bad I 
feel like moving back.” 

Nichola Irvine, from Davington, said 
teenagers set off 12 bore shotguns but police 
took two hours to attend. 

Attempts to clear recreation space around 
the former gunpowder works in Oare were 
being frustrated as junkies were using the 
area for drug dealing. 

She said when police are called to the park¬ 
land they sit in their cars and drive off. 

Ms Irvine said: “Can’t they actually walk 
around and take a look at what is going on. 
The police should be seen taking action.” 

Residents presented police with a 50-sig- 
nature petition at the meeting. 


Brenda Chesters, of North Preston, said: 
“These children and teenagers need to be 
challenged. This is not happening.” 

Chief Inspector Mark Chambers said 
Kent’s pioneering intelligence-led policing 
targeting known criminals had meant it was 
in danger of losing touch with the communi¬ 
ty it was meant to serve. 

He said: ‘We do realise there are people 
who feel intimidated. Admittedly when we 
started intelligence-led policing we stopped 
getting feedback from the people.” 

He acknowledged there were people in 
Faversham too scared to come out after 8pm 
at night. 

Extra officers had been put into 
Faversham and they would be backed with a 
support officer in every ward, he added. 

He also said CCTV cameras would be 
reviewed to make them more effective.

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Probe after 
racists filmed 


by BBC at 
military show 


CONCERN has been raised 
that racist extremists man¬ 
aged to infiltrate a World War 
Two military show. 

A BBC documentary called 
Weekend Nazis revealed evi¬ 
dence of far-right supporters 
taking part in July’s War and 
Peace Show in Beltring, near 
Paddock Wood. 

Extremists were filmed in 
the beer tent making racist 
comments and David Irving, 
the historian who was jailed 
for denying the Holocaust, 
also attended the event. 

War and Peace is sponsored 
by the Kent Messenger 
Group, which is planning to 
hold talks with organisers fol¬ 
lowing claims in the 
Panorama programme. 

Ron Green, managing edi¬ 
tor of the KM Group, said: 
“We’ll be talking with the 
owners of the Hop Farm 
about our sponsorship 
arrangements and putting to 
them the very serious matters 
that were raised on the BBC 
programme.” 

The BBC documentary 


claimed that the extremists 
were members of the Second 
Battle Group, a re-enactment 
organisation. 

The group said in a state¬ 
ment this week: “The views 
alleged to have been made by 
members of the SBG are, in 
the opinion of the SBG, fas¬ 
cist, racist and utterly repre¬ 
hensible and as such are 
views we strongly oppose. 

‘We will carry out an inter¬ 
nal investigation into such 
allegations on the basis that 
these are not views endorsed 
by the group or with which we 
want to be associated with in 
any way.” 

The group’s website said it 
is a non-political organisation 
that does not accept members 
with paramilitary, ideological 
or extreme views. 

Rex Cadman, War and 
Peace Show organiser, said: 
“It is distressing that a tiny 
idiot minority chose to 
express extreme political and 
racist views during a family 
event run for 25 years almost 
entirely without complaint.” 


Government report suggests house-building increase 


Green belt land 
is under threat 


THE county’s long-protected 
green belt should be used to 
build some of the 32,000 new 
homes planned each year for 
the South East, according to 
a government-commissioned 
report. 

A panel of planning inspectors 
appointed by ministers to report on the 
South East Plan have recommended a 
house-building increase of 10 per cent. 

In Kent, this would amount to an 
increase of three per cent from 6,374 to 
6,579 new homes a year, according to 
the county council. 

Tunbridge Wells and Canterbury 
should take up the majority of the 
extra homes, the report suggests. 

The report said local authorities 
would need to find new land to meet 
housing projections. It stated: “The 
most sustainable solutions would be 
for this new land to be found through a 
selective green belt release.” 

Gordon Brown has already said he 
wants to see three million new homes 
built in the UK by 2020. 

Dr Hilary Newport, director of the 
Kent branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, said the South

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East would soon be “cracking at the 
seams”. 

‘We can provide affordable homes 
people need but catering to limitless 
demand flies in the face of anything 
you can call sustainability. We are 
doomed if this goes ahead,” she said. 

Dr Newport warned that if green 
belt land, which has been protected for 
more than 50 years, was developed the 
Home Counties would suffer the same 
“horrific urban sprawl you see all over 
North America”. 

Proposals 

The Kent CPRE said house-building 
proposals should be focused on regen¬ 
erating areas within towns where 
infrastructure already exists. 

The panel’s suggested house building 
increase would equate to an extra 
town the size of Sevenoaks and again 
raises concerns about water availabili¬ 
ty and congestion, it added. 

The report comes after publication of 
a Housing Green Paper that recom¬ 
mended an even higher rate of growth, 
which would lead to 39,000 new homes 


per year in the South East. 

Tunbridge Wells’ Conservative MP 
Greg Clark this week vowed to fight 
for the town’s green belt, which is at 
risk from the 6,000 new homes. 

“I was present when the new Prime 
Minister, Gordon Brown, told the 
House of Commons in July ‘I assure 
the House that we will continue 
robustly to protect the land designated 
green belt’. That promise is now 
exposed as utterly worthless,” he said. 

The leader of Kent County Council, 
Cllr Paul Carter, said he was relieved 
the inspectors had recommended an 
increase of only 3.2 per cent for Kent. 

Speaking of recommendations to 
review green belt policy in Tunbridge 
Wells, he said: “My view is there are 
much better places in the county that 
could take similar amounts of growth 
without dissecting green belt policy.” 

He expressed concern that the report 
comes against a background of Gordon 
Brown’s plans for three million new 
homes, which would need a growth 
increase of 20 per cent. 

The Government is to respond to the 
report by February. 
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Super Mario’s 
tough lessons 
in classroom 


A THIRD of a school’s teachers 
have been replaced in a tough- 
talking head’s first year in charge. 

Since last September, Mario Citro, 43, head¬ 
teacher at Pent Valley Technology College in 
Folkestone, has seen 35 teachers and more 
than a dozen other staffleave for pastures new. 

At the same time, Mr Citro handed out 
around 50 suspensions to pupils and perma¬ 
nently excluded three troublemakers. 

Confident 

The father-of-two, who grew up in Italy, 
said some of the teachers had left because 
they had been promoted, but others had 
decided they wanted to move on. 

“If teachers are not able to reach the right 
standards then it’s about having appropriate 
conversations,” he told this newspaper. 

“I’m now confident that all the things that 
needed to happen happened last year.” 

Mr Citro said that under-performing teach¬ 
ers were offered help and advice to improve. 

“I always take the view of the parent,” he 
said. It’s always about saying our children 
deserve the very, very best and we’re going to 
work with all our teachers to make sure they 
can deliver that. 

“Some teachers decided, ‘it’s probably best 
for me to move on’.” 

The 1,400-pupil school, which is in 
Surrenden Road, had its best ever A-level 
results this year. 

Mr Citro said that most pupils responded 
well to being suspended and improved their

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conduct. However, some had to be kicked out 
for good. 

“I regret our permanent exclusions, but 
actually three out of 1,400 is a very, very low 
number,” he said. 

It is not the first time Mr Citro has 
demanded better standards from teachers. 
He was acting head at The Ramsgate School 
when it was dubbed the worst in England. 

After the school failed an Ofsted inspection 
in 2003,27 teachers were put on a competen¬ 
cy procedure to improve their skills, and 
many left. 

A spokesman for Kent County Council said 
it was up to Mr Citro and governors how they 
ran the school. 

School 

“Pent Valley is a foundation school and Mr 
Citro is employed directly by the governing 
body and not by KCC. 

“It is for the governors and Mr Citro to do 
what they feel is appropriate to ensure the 
best standards of education for all students 
at the school.” 

Mr Citro said that he has replaced all of 
the teaching staff that left Pent Valley, ready 
for the start of the new school term.

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Arthritic ex mayor gives 
police the run-around 


POLICE called for reinforcements to sub¬ 
due an 81-year-old former chairman of 
Kent County Council after he allegedly 
tweaked one of their thumbs and pushed 
another, a court was told. 

As a result, twice former Mayor of 
Gravesham Frank Gibson found himself 
in the cells for five hours on Christmas 
Day after he was stopped after midnight 
Mass. 

The former Tory chairman, who walks 
with a stick and suffers from arthritis, 
pleaded not guilty to assaulting the two 
officers at Medway Magistrates Court on 
Tuesday. 

Frank Gibson, of Gravesend, said the 
two officers dragged him out of the car 
after he tested negative for alcohol. 


The only drink he’d had was a sip of com¬ 
munion wine, he told the court. 

PC Steven Cole told the court Mr Gibson 
grabbed his thumb and tweaked it so hard 
he let out a yelp. 

His colleague, PC Thomas McGregor, 
had just been given a bravery award by 
Chief Constable Michael Fuller. 

John Fitzgerald, prosecuting, said 
when Mr Gibson got out of his Volvo 
in Singlewell Road he pushed PC 
McGregor in the chest and walked back to 
his car. 

The case has been adjourned until 
January. 

Mr Gibson’s actor son, Richard, played 
Herr Flick of the Gestapo in the long-run¬ 
ning comedy Alio Alio.

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Ban on social 

networking site 

is ‘over-reaction’ 


EMPLOYERS who ban staff from 
using social networking websites 
such as Facebook, MySpace or Bebo 
are “over-reacting”, unions claim. 

It followed an announcement by Kent 
County Council that none of its 32,000 work¬ 
ers would be able to access Facebook anymore. 

The local authority said it took the action for 
“security reasons” but many organisations 
have made similar moves in order to stop staff 
using company time to contact friends. 

Employment lawyers have also warned that 
disciplinary action can be taken against 
employees who use business hours to chat to 
friends, watch videos or play games - all of 
which the site allows. 

But the Trades Union Congress, which rep¬ 
resents most UK trade unions, said that 
employees should be allowed to use the sites, 
as long as it did not interfere with their work. 

A TUC spokesman said: “A total ban may be 
something of an over-reaction. Instead sensi¬ 
ble employers, realising that their staff spend 
much of their waking hours in work and lead 
busy lives, should be trusted to spend a few 
minutes of their lunchbreak ‘poking 5 their 
friends or making plans for outside work.” 

KCC took action against Facebook users 
under its electronic use policy. 

A KCC spokesman said: “Like any other 
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organisation, we have a responsibility to keep 
our information technology systems secure. 

“It also avoids offering the temptation of any¬ 
one going on the site during working hours. 
Many similar organisations have undertaken 
the same action. 

“The same ruling now applies to our elected 
councillors as well as members of staff. It is 
totally across the board.” 

Facebook is one of the most rapidly growing 
websites in the world. It started off as a way 
for American university graduates to keep in 
touch - the term “facebook” is derived from the 
yearbooks kept at colleges which feature stu¬ 
dents’ details and pictures. 

Facebook user Tony Joseph from Bromley 
works for a London charity that allows access 
to the site. 

Mr Joseph said: “It can be a really useful 
resource when it comes to talking to other 
workers, but there is a lot of information on a 
homepage so I can see security concerns. Also it 
is quite addictive. Once you’re on the site, it is 
difficult to log off.”

I couldn’t 
believe the amount of energy he had.” 

Slapstick 

Sir Norman became a star in the 1950s 
with his particular brand of knockabout 
humour. He was always the innocent abroad 
but things usually came right following a 
series of slapstick disasters. 

His humour also breached language barri¬ 
ers and Sir Norman has a huge following 
in Albania. During his last visit he was 
mobbed by fans. 

Sir Norman himself said he had a great 
day shooting Expresso and was a “lucky lit¬ 
tle devil” to return to the film set. 

Sadly, he didn’t have any lines in case he

forgot them, but he still had his audience 
in stitches.

Last week archaeologists in Siberia said 
they had recovered the charred remains of a 
13-year-old boy and a 19-year-old girl close to 
where the bodies of Czar Nicholas II and his 
family were found. 

It is believed they are the bones of the 
Czar’s eldest son Alexei and one of his sisters. 

Princess Olga, who lives at Provender near 
Faversham, is the great-niece of Czar 
Nicholas II, the last Emporer of Russia. 

Closure 

She told Kent on Sunday: “It would be good 
to have closure to the mystery but I don’t 
want to say any more until DNA tests are 
complete.” 

The scientists will compare DNA from the 
bones with samples taken from relatives 
including the Duke of Edinburgh and Prince 
Michael of Kent. 

The discovery was made after adventurer 
Michael Buchanan-Smart was given an offer 
he couldn’t refuse when he went to Russia to 
resume his search for the Czars’ missing chil¬ 
dren. 

Mr Buchanan-Smart, 63, was told either 
cooperate with archaeologists from the 
Siberian city of Ekaterinburg, or face prison. 

The vital information he gave the scientists 
has led to the discovery of two bodies close to 
where he was digging. 

The Russian establishment is angry 


because the amateur historian from 
Canterbury removed bone fragments from 
deep in the forest close to where Czar 
Nicholas II and his family were murdered. 

The remains were found within 300 feet of 
Michael’s dig together with wooden boxes 
and glass jars used to carry sulphuric acid 
which was used to disfigure the bodies. 

Scientists have never been sure whether 
the missing female was Anastasia or her sis¬ 
ter Grand Duchess Maria. 


Sergei Pogerlov, the head of the 
Archaeological Research Department at 
Ekaterinburg Regional Centre for Historical 
and Cultural Monuments, said scientists con¬ 
sulted newly discovered documents left by 
the execution squad leader Yakov Yuovsky. 

Mr Pogerlov said: “In the course of search¬ 
es in July and August the remains of two per¬ 
sons were found with traces of numerous 
injuries.

Anger over blocked drains 


LABOUR politicians have accused Kent 
County Council of hypocrisy over calls to the 
Government for more funding for the coun¬ 
ty’s drainage system following heavy rain. 

Councillor Keith Ferrin, cabinet member 
for the environment, said last week that “mil¬ 
lions if not billions” were needed to replace 
large parts of the archaic system which is in 
danger of being overwhelmed. 

But Labour leader Cllr Mike Eddy said: 
“This is highly hypocritical of them to 
demand that the present government should 
repair an elderly drainage system when they 


have failed to maintain what they have got. 

“Throughout Kent, roadside gullies and 
drains are blocked with vegetation and rub¬ 
bish. Residents see the evidence every day in 
their streets.” 

A KCC select committee after the flood in 
2000 reported that blocked gullies and 
drains on the highway were a major factor in 
flooding of roads and roadside houses. 

In response, Cllr Ferrin said: “The fact 
remains that until the government makes 
more funding available to update our sys¬ 
tems, the threat of flooding will remain.” 


Majority want 
EU referendum 

SEVEN out of ten people want the chance 
to have their say on Britain’s future within 
Europe, a KOS Media poll has found. 

The publisher of Kent on Sunday and the 
Saturday Observer asked readers if they 
thought there should be a referendum on 
the new EU treaty. In our poll, 70 per cent 
of people said they did, compared to 30 per 
cent who said they did not. 

Critics of the treaty say it is virtually 
identical in form to the EU constitution 
that was abandoned after resounding ‘no’ 
votes elsewhere in Europe. 

Trade unions, Tories and now some 
Labour backbenchers are calling for a refer¬ 
endum which was promised by the Labour 
government.

MORE than 450 vehicles across Swale have 
been fitted with anti-tamper screws so their 
licence plates cannot be stolen. 

Three roadshows were held in 
Faversham, Sheemess and Sittingboume. 

Police said there is a nationwide problem 
with plates being stolen by criminals who 
then run up speeding fines, congestion 
charges and other offences. 

In order to combat this, police in mid-Kent 
fitted free anti-tamper screws to motorists. 

Julie Argent, crime reduction officer for 
mid-Kent, said: “The Safe Plates initiative 
has been a fantastic success. We are the first 
area in Kent to run this initiative which 
means mid-Kent is leading the way in pre¬ 
venting number plate theft.

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Sp ecial needs system 
is slammed by charity 


THE HEAD of a national 
charity that advises parents 
of children with learning 
difficulties has criticised 
Kent County Council’s poli¬ 
cy for accessing special 
needs education. 

If parents or teachers are con¬ 
cerned a child is struggling at school 
and is in need of extra help they can 
begin a statutory assessment proce¬ 
dure with the local authority, which 
if successful could lead to a special 
educational needs statement being 
issued. This gives a legal entitle¬ 
ment to special needs education. 

Kent on Sunday recently revealed 
figures showing 79 appeals to the 
independent special educational 
needs and disability tribunal were 
made last year after KCC turned 
down 399 applications for statutory 
assessment. 

Of these, 13 went to tribunal and 
51 were agreed with parents and 
carers before a hearing. Data shows 
that of the 51 cases, 48 statements 
were issued. That means 94 per cent 
of KCC’s original decisions were 
judged as wrong by an independent 
panel. 

The Independent Panel for Special 
Education Advice charity aims to 
ensure that all children with special

educational needs receive the spe¬ 
cial educational provision they are 
legally entitled to. 

Roger Inman, the charity’s head of 
service, criticised KCC, saying the 
figures showed real problems with 
the process. 

He said: “It certainly would sug¬ 
gest a very high percentage of 
parental success when they question 
the authority, which shows huge 
flaws with the decision-making 
process at KCC. 

Appeal 

“It may even suggest a systematic 
reluctance to provide assessments 
for the children who are entitled to 
them. It is a high percentage of ini¬ 
tial refusal and then acceptance.” 

Mr Inman said going through the 
process of statutory assessment was 
stressful for parents and carers, 
teachers and children. 

He said KCC was prolonging the 
process by turning down initial 
requests and forcing parents to 
embark on time-consuming appeals 
to the tribunal. 

“It is a huge waste of taxpayers’ 
money. The council could have done 
the assessment and helped enor¬ 


mously with the parents’ anxiety and 
the school to understand the child’s 
educational needs,” Mr Inman said. 

Nationally, the number of appeals 
against refusals to access statutory 
assessments and referrals to give 
statements have gone up, he said. 

“In our view statutory assessment 
does not cost much and it gives a 
great deal of comfort and help to 
both the parents and the school. 

“The whole process from the first 
request can take six months even 
when it goes relatively smoothly. So 
if you have to appeal along the way 
it can then take another four 
months to get to a tribunal and you 
have not even got very far. 

“It is a very difficult system for 
parents to understand and makes 
them very frustrated and increas¬ 
ingly anxious,” he added. 

Mr Inman spends time lobbying 
the Government on issues relating 
to special education and said there 
are many issues with the process 
nationwide. 

Independent education advisor 
Peter Read, a former Kent headmas¬ 
ter, said he was surprised at the high 
proportion of cases KCC had got 
wrong. He said: “These figures 
underline my concerns that KCC is 
turning down too many requests for 
statement, but that where parents 
persist statements can be achieved. 


These figures of 48 out of 51 settled 
underline this.” 

A county council spokesman 
blamed strict timescales which regu¬ 
late under law how long the local 
authority can spend making its ini¬ 
tial decision for the high number of 
cases where KCC’s decision was 
overruled at appeal. 

“The local authority has six weeks 
from the date of referral to take a 
decision on whether to carry out 
statutory assessment so evidence 
has to be gathered and presented to 
panel for a decision within this peri¬ 
od. If the panel does not have all the 
evidence to allow it to take a deci¬ 
sion, it must turn it down by the end 
of six weeks,” he said. 

He said decisions on statutory 
assessment require the panel to look 
at the child’s needs, along with any 
professional diagnosis, such as 
autism, consider what interventions 
have been put in place and look at 
the pupil’s progress. 

The area additional educational 
needs manager, the inclusion and 
achievement advisor, an educational 
psychologist and a representative 
from the specialist teaching service 
are on the panel.

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UK campaign highlights the 
‘silent killer’ stalking us all 



IF NEW research is to be 
believed, we are on the 
verge of a global high blood 
pressure epidemic but one 
third of sufferers are not 
even aware they have the 
condition. 

According to a report in the 
Lancet medical journal the number 
of people with hypertension around 
the world is expected to rise to more 
than 1.5 billion in the next 20 years. 

It found that people living in 
developed countries have a 90 per 
cent risk of developing high blood 
pressure in their lifetime. 

In the UK, one in three adults 
have the illness, which is the major 
cause of strokes, heart disease and 
heart attacks and those numbers 
are rising, says a national charity. 

The Blood Pressure Association 
is launching a campaign called 
Know Your Numbers Week which 
aims to get more people tested for 
high blood pressure and reduce 
their risk of serious illness, death 
and disability.

Professor Graham MacGregor, 
the charity’s chairman and profes¬ 
sor of cardiovascular medicine at 
St George’s Hospital in Tooting, 
said: “Modern diet and a lack of 
exercise are leading to a dramatic 
rise in cases of hypertension. But 
this is preventable, if everyone 
takes action now.” 

Lifestyle 

West Kent Primary Care Trust is 
backing the association’s campaign 
and is urging people in the county 
to get tested and make lifestyle 
changes to avoid this “silent killer”. 

The trust’s head of health promo¬ 
tion, Jay Edwins, said: ‘We are very 
keen to support the Know Your 
Numbers campaign. Many local 
people are completely unaware of 
their own blood pressure levels. 

“They also have no idea they 
have high blood pressure and that 
their risk of having a stroke is mas¬ 
sively increased. 


“High blood pressure can be 
reduced through medication and 
controlled by changes in diet and 
lifestyle. 

“It is vital everyone has their 
blood pressure levels tested regu¬ 
larly as a healthy blood pressure 
level is important in maintaining a 
healthy cardiovascular system. 

“The risk of high blood pressure 
increases as you get older and is 


also above average in minority 
ethnic groups, especially in African 
Caribbean and South Asian 
communities.” 

Prof MacGregor agreed: “Even if 
you do not have a high blood pres¬ 
sure now, you could still be at risk. 

“For example, someone with a 
blood pressure of 135 over 85 is twice 
as likely to have a stroke or develop 
heart diseases then someone with 


a level at 115 over 75, even though 
neither has a diagnosis of high blood 
pressure. So everyone should be 
looking at making lifestyle changes 
to help lower their numbers and 
prevent this silent killer.” 

The charity was keen to point out 
that the condition is preventable 
and treatable, saying people of all 
age groups should be looking at how 
our modem diets and lifestyles are 
leading to a dramatic rise in cases of 
hypertension. 

Eating at least seven portions of 
fruit and vegetables a day or less 
than six grams, which is roughly 
one teaspoon, of salt a day can 
lower blood pressure. This, coupled 
with doing at least half an hour of 
exercise five times a week, keeping 
to the right weight and drinking in 
moderation are ways to keep 
healthy and lower the risk of suf¬ 
fering a stroke or a heart attack. 

Know Your Numbers Week mns 
from September 10-16. The charity 
has set up pressure stations across 
the country offering free blood 
checks and information.

Since the launch of the Kent Freedom Pass 
in June, thousands of young people have 
been discovering the advantages of free 
travel around the county. This has given 
them more independence for social and 
leisure activities. 

The Freedom Pass initiative is currently being 
trialled in Canterbury, Tonbridge and 
Tunbridge Wells. Students aged 11-16 can 
purchase a pass for a fee of £50 per year and 
then travel when and where they want on 
scheduled bus services in Kent. 


The scheme has already proved popular 
with young people as they discover an 
independent social life without relying 
on parents to drive them around. 

Kent Highway Services is expecting 
even more students in the pilot areas 
to join the initiative when the new school 
term starts. This means there will be less 
need for parents to drive their kids to school, 
which will reduce the amount of traffic on the 
roads at peak times. 

Encouraging young people to use the bus 
network for social activities will also help 
towards reducing congestion and pollution 
throughout the day. 

We’re watching the scheme carefully and if it 
continues to be a success, a decision about 
expanding Freedom Pass to the rest of the 
county will be made in early summer 2008 . 


Helping road users make an 
informed decision 


Kent Highway Services launched its Traffic 
Management Centre last year, to help monitor and 
control congestion within Maidstone. Since its 
launch, many more innovative ideas have been 
developed to help reduce congestion around the 
town centre and the latest is the introduction of 
Variable Messaging Signs. 

Linked to the Traffic Management Centre, the signs 
will provide road users with information about 
congestion hotspots within Maidstone town 
centre. The information will help motorists make a 
more informed decision about the route they take 
and should help them minimise further congestion. 

The signs will give details of delays caused by 
accidents, road closures and other incidents that 
could prolong road users’journeys and will display 
yellow flashing lights if the message relates to an 
incident or accident. They will also provide travel 
advice, as well as show general information, such 
as car park and Park & Ride related messages. 

Further information will be available later this year, 
with the signs displaying travel times for various 
routes into the town centre, allowing road users to 
plan their journey more efficiently. 


More signs are due to be installed across the 
county over the coming years. These, along with 
the recently launched Kent Traffic and Travel 
website, at www.kent.gov.uk/travel, will help us 
achieve our commitment to tackle urban 
congestion and reduce peak journey times, 
by helping road users make an informed decision 
about travelling around the county. 



Displaying a 


Blue 


The Blue Badge scheme is 
designed to help car drivers 
or passengers with severely 
restricted mobility, so they can 
access local services. We have 
about 75,000 people in Kent with 
a Blue Badge which allows them 
priority parking in most car parks 
and on some streets. 

Kent Highway Services’ 

Blue Badge team visited 
Canterbury recently to look at 
how disabled people were using 
their Blue Badges. Out of the first 
100 badges, they found that only 
20 were properly displayed. 

Many were out of date, some were 
faded and could not be read, and 
in many cases the parking disc 
clock was not displayed when it 
needed to be shown. 

Instructions on how to use and 
display the badge are provided 
when it is issued and it is really 
important that the badge and 
parking disc clock are displayed 
clearly. The police and parking 
attendants can now ask to inspect 
Blue Badges, to make sure that 
they are being used by the right 
person in the right way. 


If Blue Badges are misused or 
incorrectly displayed, you could 
be issued with a parking ticket. 

The Blue Badge scheme operates 
nationally and also in most 
countries in the European Union. 
Disabled people who receive the 
higher rate mobility component of 
the Disability Living Allowance will 
qualify automatically for a badge; 
otherwise applications can be 
made through your doctor.

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Refugee finally has peace and safety in her life 


Proud woman’s 
fight for liberty 


FORCED to flee Afghanistan | 
because of the Taliban, but | 
prevented from returning to her | 
home country after the outbreak of | 
a rebel war, a refugee has shared p 
the amazing story of her journey to 
peace and safety. 

Su Deen-Sie was working as an aid worker 
for Oxfam in Afghanistan’s Northern Province 
when news came of the Taliban’s advance in 
1996. 

Terrified for the safety of her one-year-old 
son, Miss Deen-Sie, who is originally from 
poverty-stricken Sierra Leone, sought a safe 
haven in the UK. 

Eleven years on, Ms Deen-Sie has 
been awarded citizenship and lives in Kent, 
teaching schoolchildren about her 
experiences as a refugee to help 
them learn about the world. 

In an interview with KOS Media, 
the 35-year-old described the terror 
and fear she faced as the Taliban, 
the hardline fundamentalist move¬ 
ment, entered the area of the unsta¬ 
ble country where she was educating 
local women about contraception 
and childbirth. 

“It was terrible - were they going to 
shoot me and take my son? Were we 
going to be captured for some ransom 
money? All I could think about was 
how we would survive,” she said. 

Ms Deen-Sie’s home country, 

Sierra Leone, was unable to offer a 
safe place for her to stay as the for¬ 
mer Crown colony was in the midst 
of a brutal rebel war. 

So she applied for asylum in the 
UK, polishing her English at 
Southwark College in East London 
while living on a Peckham housing 
estate and working all hours at 
nursing homes to pay the bills. 

Now she takes part in workshops 
around the county, where she shares 
with pupils her remarkable story of 
survival - from catching polio as a 
baby, to losing her childhood friends 
to the devastation caused by illness¬ 
es such as malaria and her escape 
from two civil wars. 

Ms Deen-Sie said many school- 
children have preconceived ideas 
about new arrivals in the UK. 

“They think every immigrant is an 
asylum seeker, they do not know 
about economic and legal migrants. 

“They believed I was a Muslim 
because I was an asylum seeker and 
that I was a terrorist. That is what 
is associated with migrants in this 
country.”

The mother of three added: “My 
message is that I am proud to live 
here and proud of where I come from. 

“Children should be taught how to 
live with different people, but [this 
needs to be done] with the help of 
their parents. 

“A lot of the parents have such 
negative attitudes towards foreign¬ 
ers and the children pick up on that 
and the negativity continues.” 

She said there was a large gap 
between the educational experience 
of children in West Africa and those 
here in Kent. 

Deprived 

In parts of Africa, she said poverty 
leaves children too lethargic 
through hunger and lack of nutri¬ 
tion to concentrate in school. 

“There is still a big difference - 
children in Sierra Leone do not even 
have a fraction of the opportunities 
and resources children in this part 
of the world get.” 

Ms Deen-Sie, who lives in 
Ramsgate, met the father of her two 
youngest children while she was 
staying in London. 

“He is from Thanet and told me a 
lot about Kent. We decided to come 
to Margate for the day in the sum¬ 
mer 1999. It reminded me of Lungi 
[where I was born],” she said. 

Ms Deen-Sie, who divides her time 
between helping school children 
understand immigration, communi¬ 
ty project work in deprived areas of 


Thanet and advising on fair trade 
issues, has never forgotten her birth¬ 
place or the family she left behind. 

Her twin died from the polio they 
both contracted at four months of 
age, which left her with a disability. 

The virus attacks the nervous sys¬ 
tem and has left her semi-paralysed. 

“I cannot wiggle these toes,” she 
said, pointing to her left foot and leg 
that the disease has left emaciated. 

She said: “I have had two opera¬ 
tions since coming to England - if I 
was in Sierra Leone I would have 
deteriorated because it worsens 
with age. I am lucky living in 
England especially for my eldest 
son, Ausu, who has haemophilia. He 
is on medication but he would have 
bled to death in Africa. 

“You grow up losing lots of your 
friends because many illnesses like 
malaria are treatable in this part of 
the world but in Africa people are 
still dying. Many women die in 
childbirth and the infant mortality 
rate is very high.” 

But she also looks back with nos¬ 
talgia and spoke of the emotion she 
felt watching the Sierra Leone Blind 
School Choir perform at Canterbury 
Cathedral last month, which was 
organised by Kent on Sunday. 

“It was so moving, I have not 
heard those songs since I was a girl.” 

Ms Deen-Sie’s dream is to show 
her children, Ausu, 11, Amy, four, 
and Benjamin, six, the country 
where she grew up. 

“My parents have never seen their 
grandchildren. My biggest wish for 
the children to see where I come 
from.” 


Top MP pays tribute to blind school choir 


WILLIAM Hague, the Shadow 
Foreign Secretary, has paid tribute to 
the Sierra Leone Blind School Choir. 

The senior Tory MP met the choir 
earlier this month when they visited 
the Houses of Parliament. 

The choristers performed for an 
audience at the Palace of Westminster 
and watched a re-enactment of a 
parliamentary debate that took place 
200 years ago during the campaign 
to abolish the slave trade, which 
was led by William Wilberforce. 

Mr Hague told KoS: “It was a 
great pleasure to meet the choir of 
the Milton Margai School for the 
Blind. 


“These courageous, talented and 
bright-hearted young people are 
excellent ambassadors of their 
school and country, and I was very 
pleased to have the opportunity to 
spend some time with them. 

“As William Wilberforce was 
instrumental in establishing the 
country that is now referred to as 
Sierra Leone in the 18th century 
and was nicknamed ‘the nightingale 
of the House of Commons’ on 
account of his fine, melodious voice, 
I think he would have been amazed 
to know that 200 years later, a choir 
from that country performed to an 
audience in Parliament. 


“I believe he would have also been 
incredibly moved by their inspiring 
songs and uplifting spirit, as indeed 
I, and all who were present felt. 

“These young people are a shining 
example for others and a true suc¬ 
cess story from Sierra Leone of 
which I hope we will continue to see 
many more in the future.” 

The choir recently returned to the 
West African country following a 
successful three-week fundraising 
tour of England and Wales. 

KOS Media, publishers of Kent on 
Sunday, and kentnews.co.uk, organ¬ 
ised the opening show at 
Canterbury Cathedral.

■ TRIBUTES have been paid to a senior figure 
in St John Ambulance and Kent Police who 
has passed away. 

Following a long and courageous battle 
against cancer, Alan Bourlet died on August 23 
at the age of 68. 

Mr Bourlet combined a career in the county 
constabulary with voluntary work for St John 
Ambulance, rising through the ranks to 
become Knight of Grace and Assistant Chief 
Commander in 2001. In 2003 Mr Bourlet 
became Commander for Kent.

Fighter of facism 

Tribute to hero and founder of ruqbv club

BERNARD ‘Bill’ Lytton 
Jaeger was one of the 
RAF’s most unusual 
recruits during World 
War Two. 

He spoke fluent German, was 
a regular visitor to the country 
before the war and had many 
friends there. It is thought he 
also had German grandparents. 

But when war broke out, the 
teacher of languages at 
Cranbrook School - and one of 
the founders of the town’s rugby 
club - was determined to fight 
for Britain against Nazism. 

Now, there are plans to 
remember Jaeger, who was shot 
down over the English Channel 
in July 1944, while serving as a 
Sergeant Navigator in a 
Mosquito aeroplane. He was 36. 

Retired history teacher Derek 
Smith, 72, from Cranbrook, 
wants to organise a concert and 
exhibition in 2008 - 100 years 
on from Jaeger’s birth. 

He described Jaeger as a man 
who “did not shirk from difficult 
decisions and was quick to put 
the rights and interests of others 
before his own”. 


It was this conscientious atti¬ 
tude that led Jaeger to volunteer 
for the armed forces in 1942, 
even though he was over the age 
at which most men were being 
accepted for aircrew roles. 

The RAF reservist turned 
down desk-bound commissions 
offered to him because of his 
knowledge of Germany, insisting 
on a front line role. 

Mr Smith said: “As one who 
knew many Germans, loved 
Germany and had a great 
knowledge and appreciation of 
the German nation, but as a 
committed Christian who had no 
sympathy for fascism or the aims 


and aspirations of the Third 
Reich, he was admirably suited 
for the positions offered him in 
intelligence and administration.” 

Instead, he joined an RAF air¬ 
crew and eventually became a 
Sergeant Navigator in a 
squadron of Mosquitos on “diver 
patrol” - seeking out and 
destroying VI flying bombs that 
were heading for south eastern 
Britain. 

Mr Smith believes one or both 
of Jaeger’s grandparents were 
German. 

Jaeger was a talented sports¬ 
man, who founded and played 
for Cranbrook Rugby Club. He 


bought a field for playing rugby 
on, which he bequeathed to the 
town. 

The equestrian enthusiast 
actually lived in a stable with 
his horse Horace. 

Brigid Longley, of High Street, 
Cranbrook, can remember the 
last times she saw Jaeger when 
she was a teenager and he visit¬ 
ed her dentist father’s house. 

He gave her Horace’s bit for a 
‘difficult’ pony her family owned. 

“I’m joining up,” he told her. 
“Horace is going, I’m afraid. 
Here you are - try this. I’m only 
lending it to you, mind, but if I 
don’t come back it’s yours.” 

The bit still hangs in Mrs 
Longley’s hall in honour of 
Jaeger. 

Mr Smith is now in the process 
of planning a fitting tribute to 
the former townsman. 

“I hope it will give a better 
understanding of this man who I 
feel should be better known in 
the community.” 

Mick Mclnnies, president of 
Cranbrook Rugby Club, said: 
“We think he did a lot of good. 

“Anything that can be done to 
fix his memory in the memory of 
local people would be a good 
thing.”

_BENAZIR BHUTTO 

tells NICK AMES how traditional British 
values share much with those of Islam, 
and talks of her plans for her homeland 


THIS week former Pakistani Prime 
Minister Benazir Bhutto was in 
top-level talks with the country’s 
current leader General Pervez 
Musharraf’s representatives. 

They were discussing a power-sharing deal 
which could see her return to contest gener¬ 
al elections while the military leader keeps 
the presidency 

Charges against Ms Bhutto which resulted 
from her time as the country’s prime minis¬ 
ter are also set to be dropped. 

Gen Musharraf, the military ruler, sent a 
diplomatic mission to London to secure an 
agreement with a woman respected through¬ 
out the Islamic and Western world. 

Elected 

Prior to her meetings Ms Bhutto - the first 
women to be elected leader of a major 
Muslim state - spoke to KOS Media during 
a visit to Rochester, where she was a guest 
of Councillor Rehman Chishti, the 
Conservative parliamentary candidate for 
Gillingham and Rainham, who previously 
worked for her as a political adviser. 

Ms Bhutto has twice been elected Prime 
Minister of Pakistan and was in office 1988 
to 1990 and from 1993 until 1996. 

On both occasions she was dismissed 
amidst a welter of allegations from political 
opponents which her supporters have dis¬ 
missed as smears. 

Ms Bhutto, who represents the progressive 
Pakistan People’s Party (PNP), is seen as pro- 
Western, but she is also a devout Muslim. 

She said she sees no difficulty in followers 
of her religion also being true and loyal to 
this country. 

“I don’t believe that Islam and core British 
values cannot be both followed,” she said. 


“There was once a very powerful British 
Empire - the empire on which the sun never 
set - which had a lot of integration within. 

“Now within Britain we see many different 
faiths. And the core values of Islam and tra¬ 
ditional values of Christianity - in Britain - 
are very similar. 

“The Ten Commandments for example: 
people should be good. They should not harm 
others, they should be honest, they should 
not rob or steal. 

“Islam is a message of peace. Some extrem¬ 
ists have tried to hijack that which is some¬ 
thing I really deplore. 

“Islam forbids the killing of innocents, of 
women and children even in times of war yet 
we see men and women killed in the streets 
during the tube bombings and people hijack¬ 
ing transatlantic airliners and flying them 
into buildings. 

“These [radical Muslim] youth need to 
realise what they are doing is against the 
precepts of Islam.” 

Ms Bhutto praised her host Mr Chishti as 
someone for Muslims in the UK to look to. 

“I am very pleased to see how Rehman 
Chishti is an example of how integration can 
work,” she said. 

“He shows how Muslims can join in 
business and join in the political 
process here in Britain.” r 

Mr Chishti, 28, was born in Kashmir 
and has lived in Gillingham since the 
age of six. He was educated locally 
before reading law at the University of 
Wales and becoming a barrister. 

Ms Bhutto read politics, philosophy 
and economics at Oxford University, 
as well as completing a course in 
international law and diplomacy. She 
also possesses a degree from Harvard 
University, USA. 

She became leader in exile of the

PNP in 1984 but only returned to her home¬ 
land following the death of its military leader 
General Muhammed Zia-ul-Haq. 

In 1988 she won an election which saw her 


appointed prime minister - the same year 
she was named as one of the world’s 50 
most beautiful people by USA-based People 
Magazine. 

She was removed from the post of leader 
two years later but subsequently returned 
to power in 1993 before her government 
was dismissed on corruption charges three 
years later. 

The Auditor General of Pakistan has 
ruled a “witch hunt” by then president 
Ghulam Ishaq Khan was behind the move 
and Ms Bhutto’s international prestige 
never really suffered. 

She has continued to be a friend to both 
the US and British governments. 

Now, on the verge of a political comeback, 
she outlined her plans for the future of 
Pakistan. 

“I would like to see the rule of law 
restored to the tribal areas which are seen 
by many to be safe havens for terrorists and 
elements of the Taliban,” she said. 

“I also wish to see the reforming of the 
Madrassas religious schools so that they 
stop being used as a camouflage for the 
spreading of hate against other religions. 

“The restoration of democracy is a power¬ 
ful way to undermine militancy. 

“I fear a military regime needs an exter¬ 
nal threat to keep its power and so does not 
go after extremists as much as a civilian 
one would. 

“A representative government has to look 
after people because it is answerable to the 
people at an election.”

Moving on to a more general level, the 
frustrations of having to deal with a 
“politically correct” culture within any 
institution are one of the great annoyances 
of the current workplace. 

But attitudes taken for granted before such 
liberal views were widely held and practised 
would leave many of us aghast today. 

As the TV time-swap police drama Life on 
Mars showed so well, sexist and racist 
attitudes were the norm among police 
officers in the 1970s. 

It may now be good for “ironic” applause 
and it certainly is amusing - especially 
among men. However, who but the most 
insensitive would ever want to return to 
those days? 

While bureaucracy, focus groups, no 
lunchtime drinking and anti-smoking 
regulations might annoy; belittling women, 
racial abuse and ignorance of those from 
different backgrounds, or with special needs 
is far, far worse.

Drawing up battle plans 


PAUL CARTER, leader of 
KCC. says David Cameron 
can learn from local Tories 



DAVID Cameron needs all the 
help he can get. John Redwood 
has started the ball rolling with 
proposals to cut £14bn in red tape 
and regulation for UK businesses. 

In Kent we have set out 
proposals, which, if implemented 
nationally, would lead to public 
expenditure being reduced by 
more than £13bn - equivalent to a 
cut in income tax of 3p. Mr 
Cameron should therefore be 
minded to listen and learn from 
local government - good 
Conservative localism. 

In our county, which has a 
population one 40th of England 
and Wales, the Conservative 
administration has in recent 
years delivered extraordinary 
efficiencies, transformed social 
care and education, and, in 
addition, had significant impact 
on health, criminality and welfare 
dependency. 

If local government was 
empowered and released from 
central government interference, 
Mr Cameron could offer the 
electorate improved services, real 
efficiencies, and, yes, a tax-cutting 
agenda. 

Mr Cameron must attack the 
quango and regional state. He 
must cut a swathe through the 
883 public bodies. The number of 
non-elected, unrepresentative 
quangos proliferates and has 
increased by a staggering 150 
since 1997. Collectively 
‘quangoland’ spends some £25bn 
annually of public money. 

He must remove the burgeoning 
regional tier of government that 


sucks powers away from local 
authorities and local people. The 
Government recently announced 
further powers for Regional 
Development Agencies and added 
Ministers of the Regions, an 
indication of much more to come 
in this direction. 

There should be real devolution 
and empowerment of local 
government. This should include 
the transfer of powers and 
funding in housing, planning, 
highways, post-16 education, 
economic development, higher 
education, health and welfare. 
Local government clings to a 
diminishing role, but the quango 
and regional takeover is fully 
underway. 

As the leader of the largest local 
authority I know how much time is 
wasted in meetings with regional 
government and quangos, often 
many, many miles away from the 
location of the issues we are 
discussing. And as for local people 
travelling to lobby and witness 
first hand say a regional discussion 
on deprivation in East Kent, forget 
it. A Margate resident would find it 
easier to travel to Paris than get to 
a regional assembly meeting in 
Reading. 

I believe local government is 
best equipped to make the best 


decisions in their locality to 
improve service delivery and save 
money. So how could we deliver 
significant public savings and 
reduce the burden of taxation? 

There are four areas of 
expenditure where we believe 
significant savings could be made. 
They are: welfare, post-16 
education, higher education and 
quangos. 

Welfare spending in the county 
scandalously exceeds the whole of 
our annual budget. In Kent we 
have already started to reduce 
welfare dependency. Our 
Supporting Independence 

Programme, started four years ago, 
is already having success in taking 
individuals off benefit dependency 
and back into employment. 

Far too many young people are 
being unnecessarily detained in 
post-16 education when they are 
screaming out for a work-based 
learning opportunity called an 
apprenticeship. Our pioneering 
programmes and initiatives to 
deliver work-ready teenagers will 
result in less full-time students in 
college and more in 
apprenticeships that are relevant 
to the workplace. 

In Kent this transformation is 
already underway, where we have 
pledged to provide the very best 


inspirational careers guidance, 
opening eyes and broadening 
horizons of all our young people. 

In parallel with excellent 
careers guidance, we are offering 
real choice to young people by 
delivering vocational programmes 
in construction skills, 
engineering, horticulture, social 
care, hospitality and catering, 
retail and business, IT and many 
more. 

At the moment, far too many 
university courses are not 
balanced against the skills needs 
of the British economy in the 21st 
century. We currently have a 
national funding regime that is 
full of perverse incentives that 
encourage a “bums on seats” 
approach, no matter of the 
consequences - and which results 
in a huge waste of taxpayers’ 
money. 

The powerful effect of not 
allowing the next generation to 
get sucked into welfare 
dependency and to enter the 
world of work will be massive. 
Paying young people to do nothing 
is ruination for them and their 
families - and society pays the 
price.

was talking to the new friend I 
had made earlier who had had the 
same operation. Her bed was next 
to mine. Later the surgeon came 
and talked to me for reassurance, 
telling me everything went well. 
More biopsies had been taken and 
the results would be sent to my own 
doctor in two to three weeks’ time. 

Three weeks and no results yet. 

I expect that is good news. I am 
hoping my results will not mean I 
have to return, but what wonderful 
service from my doctor to the 
hospital and to all staff I count 
myself lucky for all the help I have 
received and I thank everyone.

THE plan to charge for road use should only 
be introduced if it results in reduced journey 
times and generates more money than the 
tolls cost, according to the Freight Transport 
Association. 

The Tunbridge Wells-based group, which 
represents the UK’s haulage companies, said 
the majority of its members remain 
unconvinced of proposals being considered by 
the Government. 

Road charging would put a price, possibly per 
mile, on routes depending on how busy they are. 

This means a single-lane A-road heading 
into a busy city during the rush hour or a 
motorway such as the M2 and M20 would cost 
more to use. A quiet country lane on a Sunday 
would be much cheaper and most likely free. 

Either tolls would be collected at booths 
along major roads or a GPS style system 
would be installed in vehicles, monitoring 
their progress. A bill would then be sent at the 
end of each month to the driver or operator. 

FTA economics analyst Elizabeth Leroy 
said: “Road pricing for industry is only 
acceptable where the money saved exceeds the 
money paid.” 

New album Ayers 
after 15-year wait 

THE psychedelic music pioneer Kevin Ayers is 
releasing his first record in 15 years. 

The 63-year-old, who once toured with Jimi 
Hendrix, was born in Herne Bay and boarded 
at Kings School in Canterbury. 

His new album, Unfairground, is made up of 
10 songs and will be released on September 10. 

Ayers was a founding member of the 
pioneering psychedelic band Soft Machine in the 
late 1960s and was part of the Canterbury scene 
- a group of progressive rock, avant garde and 
jazz musicians in the late 60s and early 70s. 

He has recorded a series of solo albums and 
worked with musicians including Elton John 
and Syd Barrett and now lives in the south 
of France. Unfairground is being released by 
Lo-Max Records. 

The former drug addict told the Daily 
Telegraph: “Unfairground deals with themes 
of unfairness, of twists of fate. 

“I feel there is a general unfairness to this 
business, and I can’t face touring; it’s only 
possible if you are very young or very rich.” 


Restoration of 

WWII heroine 

gets help from 
the High Street

SOME of the biggest names in 
the High Street are helping to 
raise funds to secure the future of 
one of the most famed ships of 
World War Two. 

The Medway Queen, which rescued 
around 7,000 Allied troops from the beaches 
of Dunkirk, is currently undergoing a major 
refit after lying rotting in a creek on the Isle 
of Grain for 20 years. 

A £1.86 million grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund secured her immediate future, 
which involves restoring the hull. 

But further cash is needed to complete the 
work and restore the paddle steamer to 
former glories. 

Among the companies which have signed 
up to help the ship are Tesco, Marks & 
Spencer, HMV and Mothercare. 

Brian Goodhew, spokesman of the 
Medway Queen Preservation Society, 
explained that www.medwayqueen.co.uk 
has a ‘buy at’ section, which can be accessed 
by clicking on the picture of the ship as you 
enter the site. 

This gives access to a list of stores taking 
part in the scheme. 

Moored 

Mr Goodhew said: “For every order placed 
at this site the store will give a small 
donation to our funds. This is given by the 
shops and not charged to the customer. 

“We are urging people to give it a try as we 
need every penny for our fitting out fund.” 

The Medway Queen is the last surviving 
Thames Estuary excursion steamer and was 
built in 1924. 

As well as taking tourists to Chatham, 
Rochester and Southend she was moored as 
a marina clubhouse on the Isle of Wight. 

In 1984, she was returned derelict to 
Medway where she was left at Damhead 
Creek, near Kingsnorth, on the Isle of Grain. 

For many years, her supporters feared she 
would be left to disintegrate before the 
restoration work started properly in 2005. 

When the ship’s hull is fully restored the 
plans are to tow her into a nearby port for 
further fitting out - probably next year. 

It was during the war with Germany that 
HMS Medway Queen - as she was then - 
reached her proudest moment. 


On May 28, 1940 she was ordered to 
proceed to the beaches of Dunkirk in France. 

As one of the first ships to arrive she 
quickly filled up with British and French 
troops retreating across the channel from 
the Nazi blitzkrieg. 

With the beaches constantly pounded by 
Luftwaffe’s dive bombers and shells falling 
as the advancing German’s sought to cut-off 
the Allied withdrawal she made a total of 
seven runs to the beaches - and is even 
credited with shooting down three enemy 
aircraft. 


A French soldier, Paul Dervilers later 
recalled his rescue by the ship. 

He said: “I was on the beach walking up 
the coast when I saw some Englishmen 
getting into a dinghy and I joined 10 of them 
who tried to get aboard. 

“But the dinghy became waterlogged. We 
all began bailing hopelessly with our 
helmets. Fortunately, halfway to an off-lying 
ship, we picked up an abandoned little skiff 
in good shape and we got into it. It was 23:00 
when we climbed up the ladder of the 
Medway Queen.”

Both our Labour Government and our Tory 
county council are right.

Special needs indeed 

Peter Read’s otherwise excellent analysis 
of the financial problems schools face with 
special educational needs contains a 
contradiction. 

He states that “pressing budgetary needs 
see money too often siphoned away from the 
SEN department” and then contradicts 
himself by saying “the reality is that children 
with SEN are a drain on the school budget”. 

The second statement is the tmest - 
schools budgets are drained to sustain SEN 
departments. It follows that general 
education in schools with a high proportion 
of SEN children will suffer the most. 

Peter Read mentions the problem of “some 
mainstream schools in Kent having 50 per 
cent or more of the pupils on the special 
needs register”. 

Such schools are perilously close to being 
‘special schools’ in fact, but not in name or 
funding. 

We need a system which avoids these dire 
concentrations of special needs and spreads 
the load more equally - something parents 
of children, with or without special needs, 
would welcome. 


This will be immensely difficult in Kent 
where a third of our secondary schools, the 
grammar schools, admit a tiny handful of 
special needs children. 

By playing no significant role in special 
needs their budgets do not suffer the ‘drain’ 
of SEN and a non-selective school that 
might fairly expect to admit 30 per cent of 
such children has to admit 45 per cent. 

No wonder parents sometimes find such 
schools reluctant to admit yet more children 
with SEN - they are already overloaded by 
50 per cent. 

The knock-on effects of the 11-plus are 
complex, wide-ranging and damage the 
education of 70 per cent of our children. 

It is time to abandon it.

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Diesel fuels market 


surge for late 2007 



DIESELS and people carriers 
are spearheading a revival in the 
UK car market for late 2007. 

Fuelled by more favourable company car 
taxation and consumer awareness of better 
economy without refinement penalties, 
diesels are closing in on a half share of new 
car sales - they grabbed 41 per cent in July 

But people carrier or MPV demand was 
the real sales story; volumes were up 34.2 
per cent for the month against July 2006 
and 16.4 per cent up over this year to date, 
powered by the success of Ford’s MPV range 
- notably its sporty seven-seat S-Max - and 
Vauxhall’s Meriva and Zafira, the nation’s 
best-selling MPV by far. 

The good news for the economy though 
was the recovery of business demand and 
confidence across the board - fleet registra¬ 
tions rose by 5.8 per cent in July after two 
months of slight decline and a generally 
tentative start to the year. 

So, with new car registrations in July 


STEVELOADER 


nearly five per cent up overall against July 
2006, motor industry chiefs at the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT) 
have now added 20,000 new cars to their 
forecast for 2007 - modest expansion to 
a total of nearly 2.4 million. 

SMMT chief executive Christopher 
Macgowan said: “In spite of interest rate 
rise concerns and the traditional quiet 
holiday period, new car registrations 
have exceeded expectations.” 

After being knocked off the num¬ 
ber one slot in June by the 
Vauxhall Astra - a rare event - 
the Ford Focus was back in pole 
position for July’s registrations 
race and VW’s elegant Passat 
made a rare top-10 appearance to 


become the month’s best-selling diesel and 
help eject the BMW 3-Series from the exclu¬ 
sive top slots. 

Private demand was also up a fifth time 
this year despite a change of PM, concerns 
over consumer spending and the impact of

cost 


loans - base rates have risen five times in 
2007, to 5.75 per cent in July. 

The UK top 10 is still dominated by Ford: 
the Focus was best-seller in July and over¬ 
all in 2007 so far, with the Fiesta at fourth 
and third respectively, though the latest 
Mondeo is too new to the market to chart. 
T he Astra remains the closest rival to 
e Focus, while the impressive 
lorsa supermini is nicely poised to 
overtake and outsell the Fiesta by 
year end. 

The other top 10 megastars 
to note are the VW Golf (num¬ 
ber five for July and this year) 
and Peugeot 207 (number six 
respectively), which has 
regained ground lost by its 
206 predecessor.

GREEN issues are driving us all to 
downsize so the smallest market 
segment has become the biggest 
selling.

They were designed for company car ‘user

STEVELOADER 


FOLDING hardtop roofs have 
made small convertibles so fash¬ 
ionable that I have had to start 
taking care about what I wear 
when road testing them. 

It’s a struggle I can tell you, before I eventu¬ 
ally close the wardrobe door, check the mirror 
and feel ready to hit the road. 

The usual fall back is the aviator shades, 
baseball cap and high collared anorak, but the 
full Groucho wig, glasses and moustache has 
become a mainstay 

Nevertheless, I have been spotted and ribbed 
by friends. Their comments, cleaned up, are 
usually to the effect that these ‘CCs’ (coupe 
convertibles) are not the sort of car a chap 
should be seen driving. 

And they have a point, but CCs are not real¬ 
ly aimed at blokes and yet Mitsubishi’s little 
Colt CZC Turbo fireball manages to defy such 
pigeonholing. 

Subject to finding an impenetrable disguise, 
I would be happy to drive one of these a lot. 

In fact, if Mitsi had done away with the use¬ 
less rear seats and given the CZC more of a 
roadster body and folding roof, the Japanese 
marque could have had a decent sports car on 
its hands at a time when the Mazda MX-5 has 
it all its own way. 





OK, so the CZC doesn’t have the Mazda’s 
classic rear-driven layout, but the front wheel 
drive baby grips and handles well, has nicely 
weighted steering for sporty driving and the 
147bhp of turbocharged power from the 1.5- 
litre engine is enough for a respectable 0- 
62mph in 8.4 seconds. 

The car is also one of the better-looking baby 
CCs, even in roof up mode, though the winning 
profile is top down - hence the need for heavy 
disguise. 

Wind deflection is also good, so you can have 
a natter on the road, and the boot space is rea¬ 
sonable for a CC. 

The car also has all the virtues of the Colt 
supermini - one of the best in my book - which 
means excellent build, decent value, good 
equipment levels, comfort - at least for those 


in the front - a neat yet funky dashboard and 
the promise of decent reliability. 

No, it will never be a bloke’s car, but it is 
great fun.

JUST as you thought Peugeot had 
purged Citroen’s offbeat heritage, 
along comes the glorious C6 execu¬ 
tive flagship. 

From the mid-1950s until 2000 the DS, CX 
and XM series executive cars were showcases 
for the marque’s famous hydro-pneumatic 
‘magic carpet’ suspension, but struggled against 
the quality and prestige of German rivals. 

By the time the XM was axed, senior part¬ 
ner Peugeot was faring little better with 
conventional executive contenders, so it 
looked as though Citroen had given up the 
sector. 

Then the C6 glided into view last year; with 
long, low flowing lines that aped its famous 
forbears, it was as if big Citroens never went 
away, but simply went into hibernation. 

The climate is no better for mainstream 
executive cars though; Peugeot’s 607 continues 
to struggle, Ford has dumped the 
Granada/Scorpio, Vauxhall’s Signum is 
doomed, Renault burned its fingers badly with 
the Vel Satis and Japanese everyday brands 
simply don’t bother. 

Then again, Citroen always bucked the 


trend and has done so in dramatic style - the 
C6 turns heads. 

Our test car came from Wilmoths, a motor 
group across Kent and Sussex that specialises 
in Citroen and the only one in the UK with a 
C6 demonstrator at every branch. 

Why such a vote of confidence in a car that 
has its work cut out against the Germans, not 
to mention Lexus, Volvo, Jaguar and Saab? 

“Because Citroen has dared to be different 
and the C6 appeals to people who want some¬ 
thing different,” explained Wilmoths general 
manager at Ashford, John Ives. 

“Many of our C6 customers have been com¬ 
pany car users who wanted a change although 


we have also sold C6s to Citroen fans who 
loved the big Citroen models of the past like 
the DS series or the XM.” 

Official C6 prices start at just over £28,000, 
but our flagship 2.7HDi Exclusive - with the 
silky yet lively Peugeot-Ford developed 
205bhp V6 turbodiesel - is over £38,000. 

It seems a lot, but it’s a lot of car, in terms of 
specification and apparent size; when I 
stopped for fuel, the cashier grinned and 
asked: ‘“Ere mate, have you got a garage big 
enough for that?” 

Check the stats and you will see it is rough¬ 
ly the same length as a Mercedes E-Class or 
Peugeot 607, but its low-slung, futuristic lines 


make it look far larger. 

The interior echoes the curvaceous exterior, 
plus retro touches such as 60s-style wood 
grained door pocket covers that slide open and 
shut to hide your odds ‘n’ sods. 

There is also lots of smart bright work and 
high quality plastics and there has clearly 
been much done on the comfiness of the 
seats... but there would be on a car where half 
its raison d’etre is to show off the legendary air 
suspension. 

Few cars cruise a motorway so smoothly and 
a sport setting also allows suiting the suspen¬ 
sion to more challenging surfaces; the C6 will 
never be a sports saloon, but it will never be

• Finance - despite rising rates,

• Free insurance - check that 
any no claims bonus can be 
transferred after the first free 
year 

• Specification - if you pay top 
price, make sure you are getting 
the latest model. Alternatively, 


buying an old specification new 
bike can often save around 20 
per cent 

• Pre-registration - a ‘pre-reg’ 
can be a good buy but should be 
brand new with delivery 
mileage only - not an ex¬ 
demonstrator that may have 
been ‘thrashed’ 

• Free lessons - nice if you are 
a beginner but check the course 
credentials 

• Extras - check that the price 
you pay includes any additional 
security features, road tax, 
number plates and fuel.

Business banking 
price controls set 
to be scrapped

SMALL businesses in Kent 
should start to shop around 
banks for the best deals after 
it was revealed that price 
controls would now be lifted. 

The Competition Commission 
was widely criticised for bringing 
in the controls that were supposed 
to encourage competition, but 
many banks said they had the 
opposite effect. 

The controls required banks to 
make all accounts and offers avail¬ 
able to small businesses as transpar¬ 
ent as possible. 

Banks were required to avoid 
bundling a variety of offers and 
services, which forced SMEs to take 
some they did not need in order 
to get those they did. 

Interest rates and costs were con¬ 


trolled; banks had to publicise 
changes in charges. 

Now the Forum of Private 
Business has welcomed the news the 
controls, introduced in 2002, will be 
scrapped. 

Matt Hardman, the FPB’s cam¬ 
paigns manager, said: “It’s inconsis¬ 
tent for business groups that 
campaign against regulation and 
believe in competition to support 
price controls. 

Shop around 

“Our aim is to make competition 
work and encourage smaller busi¬ 
nesses to negotiate with their banks, 
shop around for the best service, 
and change banks if they are not 
satisfied.” 

Price controls were introduced 
when the Office of Fair Trading 
found Barclays, HSBC, Lloyds TSB 
and the Royal Bank of Scotland 
had 92 per cent of the market for 
accounts held by small and medium¬ 
sized companies and that customers 


were unwilling to switch banks 
because of the high cost of transfers 
and red tape. 

But the banks said the controls 
simply prevented competition. 

It was found Barclays had the 
highest percentage of respondents 
not considering changing banks at 
almost 70 per cent, while Lloyds 
TSB had the lowest on 55 per cent. 

Mr Hardman added: “We will con¬ 
tinue to monitor the performances 
of the major banks through our 
biennial survey and our many 
contacts with our members. 

“The big four are said to have a 
market share of 85 per cent; it’s 
important that they do not abuse 
their dominant position.” 

The Competition Commission 
denied price controls had failed, 
pointing to the drop from 92 per cent 
to 85 per cent market share for the 
big four.

RECENT volatility in the invest¬ 
ments market might be making 
some with-profit policyholders 
glad of the ‘smoothing’ on their 
investment returns and the 
value of these investments will 
not have fluctuated or fallen the 
way unit-linked funds have done. 

For the risk averse it is possibly times 
like this when investors may justify using a 
with-profit fund. 

The original intention of with-profits was 
to let risk-averse investors put money in 
equities but not have the trauma associat¬ 
ed with stock market falls. 

In years when equities grew, the actuary 
would keep some money back to build a 
reserve, and would therefore still be able to 
award a bonus or payout in years where the 
market fell.

Some imprudent management by some 
actuaries over the last decade, paying out 
too much and not having enough in 
reserves to meet liabilities, made the 
Financial Services Authority tighten up the 
regulation of these funds. 

Therefore, insurers now have to prioritise 
meeting their liabilities. 

One of the only ways to be sure to meet 
future liabilities is to invest in 
Government bonds and fixed interest stock 
that is not so volatile. 


This means that the equity content of 
many with-profit funds has reduced 
dramatically. 

There are with-profit funds that have 
gone from being 70-80 per cent in equities 
to being nearer 15-20 per cent. 

This dramatically alters the potential of 
the fund, and after charges its not surpris¬ 
ing we have seen some annual bonus rates 
less than one per cent despite the last year 
or two having surging equity prices. 

I would urge all with-profit policy¬ 
holders to review what fund they are in, 
and the asset split, and how the actuary 
has performed in recent years. 

If it is still suitable then good, but if you 
are stuck in a fund that is woefully under- 
performing then now might be a good 
time to switch to something with more poten¬ 
tial, and equity funds are looking good value.

Addlcks show a 
first for success 


Dramatic week for p layers 
as the goals start flying in

IT WAS a night of firsts last 
Tuesday as Charlton advanced 
into the third round of the 
Carling Cup. 

The Addicks’ astonishing 4-3 win against 
Stockport County at The Valley put them in 
the hat for yesterday’s lunchtime draw - 
together with the Premiership’s European 
heavyweights - with three new players getting 
their name on the scoresheet for the first time. 

Striker Svetoslav Todorov set the ball 
rolling when he drilled home an emphatic 
shot from 20 yards for his first goal in 
Charlton colours. It also marked another per¬ 
sonal landmark for the Bulgarian, who turns 
29 today, as it was his first-ever goal in the 
League Cup. 

Strike 

That strike was also Charlton’s 200th goal 
in the competition, although the strike by 
Stockport’s Anthony Elding matched that 
mark in the goals conceded column. 

Chinese midfielder Zheng Zhi’s penalty 
shortly before the break was also his first cup 
goal for the Addicks, having netted his other 
goal in the Premier League last term against 
Newcastle United. 

Having established a healthy two-goal 
advantage by half-time, the Addicks found 
themselves 3-2 down with 21 minutes 
remaining but restored parity with another 


inaugural strike, this time through Lloyd 
Sam’s free-kick. 

And then Irish defender Paddy McCarthy 
rose in a packed goalmouth a minute from 
time to head home the winner at the end of a 
dramatic evening. 

The win against Stockport came after a 3-2 
win over Sheffield Wednesday in the previous 
game. 

Two matches and 12 goals in four breath¬ 
less days at The Valley - these are certainly 
exciting times. 

And it is somewhat fitting that the man 
who grabbed the winner to finally sink the 
Hatters was centre-back McCarthy. 

Plunged into emergency right-back duty 
against Sheffield Wednesday, he was back in 
the centre of defence alongside Jonathan 
Fortune in midweek. And the fighting spirit 
that has epitomised his career was evident as 
the Addicks finally clawed their way through. 

McCarthy, who came through the ranks at 
Manchester City before joining Leicester 
City, explained: “We’ve got some unbelievably 
good players in the squad, players who can 
change a game in a split second. But at the 
same time you also need players in there who 
can stand up and be counted. 

“I like to think of myself as a leader. I don’t 
like losing and I don’t want to be part of a 
team with people in it that do like losing - 
that’s a recipe for disaster.” 

The Irishman, who arrived at The Valley for 
£650,000 this summer, added: “I’ve been 
described as a no-nonsense defender and I 
take it as a compliment.

“I’m a defender first and foremost. 
I don’t like conceding goals or losing and the 
Charlton supporters will see me giving 
100 per cent every time I pull on the shirt for 
this club.” 

It’s certainly been a hectic start to life in the 
second tier and amid all the excitement 
McCarthy admitted he would settle just as 
much for some more solid showings to propel 
the team into the upper reaches of the league. 

He added: ‘We’ve talked about what is 
needed to be there or thereabouts in the 
Championship, and clean sheets will be a 
major part of being successful this year. 

“Hopefully I can be part of a good defence 
that keeps our side of the bargain.”

Olympics to take toll on club 


CANTERBURY Hockey Club will be 
without five of their biggest stars for the 
coming season as the Great Britain squad 
prepare for next year’s Olympic Games, 
writes David Pritchard . 

The club are planning for the domestic pro¬ 
gramme without Cathy Gilliat-Smith, 
Hayley Brown, Becky Duggan and Nat 
Seymour, plus Canterbury and England cap¬ 
tain Mel Clewlow. 

The quintet will spend the domestic season 
training and on tour with the British squad, 
and are unlikely to turn out in the green and 
white strip. The move affects other clubs in 
the league, but few will lose as many key 
players as Canterbury. 

First-team manager Simon Triggs said the 
clubs had prior warning from the England 
Hockey Association, but described it as a blow. 

“Obviously it will be hard to lose five inter¬ 
nationals,” he said. 

“It is going to be a hard season but we have 
to look at the bigger picture, which is giving 
the national team the best chance of winning 
a medal in Beijing.” 

The plans aim to make the current side 
the most successful British women’s hockey 
team in Olympic history. The team has only

reached the medal rostrum once, with a 
bronze in Barcelona 15 years ago. 

They qualified last weekend by winning the 
bronze medal at the EuroHockey Nations 
Championships in Manchester. 

Taking players out of domestic competition 


to prepare for the Olympics is nothing new, 
but the fact the squad qualified so early 
means clubs lose out for longer. 

England Hockey are yet to finalise the 
details and Triggs remains hopeful that he 
will be able to call on the players at certain 
times in the year. 

Gilliat-Smith, one of the Canterbury play¬ 
ers involved, said the move was needed 
because at international level the matches 
have a higher tempo than club games. 

“It’s a shame because we love playing club 
hockey, but there is too much of a gap 
between the standard of club and interna¬ 
tional matches,” she said. 

“It is disappointing and tough for 
Canterbury, but hopefully there will be some 
other players to come through.” 

Britain booked their place in Beijing by 
beating Spain 3-2 in the third place play-off 
in Manchester. 

For Gilliat-Smith, it marked the highlight 
of her career to date. 

“I am delighted to win bronze, we are all 
chuffed to pieces about it,” she said. 

“We all wanted to make it to Beijing and no 
one wanted to go through qualifying - this 
makes it easy for ourselves.”

T HE rain was falling yet 
again when Amjad 
Khan left home one 
morning last week¬ 
end. But Kent’s 
fast bowler was smiling 
broadly to himself 

Not even more evidence of the wettest 
summer in living memory could dampen 
Khan’s spirits. He’d been for an examina¬ 
tion of his cruelly damaged knee and been 
given the thumbs up by the surgeon. Khan 
can at last see light at the end of a long, 
dark tunnel. 

“It was very good news, I was hugely 
encouraged,” he reported. “It’s healing very 
well and all going according to plan. I am 
now only eight weeks away from starting to 
run again and then I can build up towards 
full fitness from there. I hope to be fully fit 
by the New Year and this has been a real 
boost for me.” 

It has also been Khan’s reward for all the 
hard work he has put in since damaging the 
knee last winter and then hearing the sick¬ 
ening news that he would miss the entire 
2007 season. How Kent have missed him too 
in championship cricket, as they’ve strug¬ 
gled with the dual handicap of the awful 
weather and their difficulty in bowling sides 
out twice to claim clear victories.

again and getting back to bowling like he 
used to, are two very different things. 

“That is the next stage, once I have 
regained full fitness,” he added.

“I had just got my England passport 
when this happened but I knew from the 
start I couldn’t afford to mope around. 

“I’ve worked extremely hard at the recov¬ 
ery, spending weeks and months in the 
gym building up the knee and maintaining 
body fitness. 

“I am as strong as I’ve ever been, fitness 
wise and now I can see where all that hard 
work is taking me. It’s very encouraging.” 

There isn’t a Kent supporter who won’t 
wish him a complete recovery.

A to see if it improved and it did for a while 
until getting worse. After two days in 
Bangladesh, however, it was badly swollen 
and Khan had to admit defeat, albeit 
temporarily, on his long-held ambition of 
playing for England. 

“I’d damaged the cartilage and 
it was a similar injury to the 
ones suffered by Simon 
Jones, Michael Vaughan 
and footballer Michael 
Owen. It took Simon 
Jones a year to get 
fully fit again and it’s 
something you have to be 
really careful with. 

“I was told early on it 
would be a minimum of eight 
months so I haven’t been sur¬ 
prised. I’m now just past six 
months since I had surgery 
and am on course. I’ve been told 
by the surgeon, who also looks 
after the Chelsea footballers, 
that it is healing quite nicely.” 
But Khan admits he has had 
plenty of dark days, most espe¬ 
cially when he had to confront the 
possibility that he might never 
play senior cricket again. 

“Obviously the thought crossed 
my mind that it could be the end 
of my career because it is a seri¬ 
ous injury. 

“But most people do come back 
from it and that gave me a lot of 
confidence. And perhaps because 
I have had my share of injuries 
in the past, I have got used to the 
mental process you have to go 
through - although I admit this 
is the worst one by far.” 

Khan will be 27 in October and 
he is grateful he has received 
attention and care from the best 
people in the business. Yet he 
understands that getting fit

ST LAWRENCE’S FATE 
IN MEMBERS’ HANDS

MEMBERS of Kent County Cricket 
Club will vote tomorrow night on 
ambitious plans to change the face 
of the St Lawrence Ground in 
Canterbury. 

The scheme will cost the club £9million 
and includes a hotel complex, conference 
and fitness centres, shops and a refurbish¬ 
ment of existing stands and facilities. 

The club plans to sell land currently used 
for car parking to developers, which will 
fund most of the project, but they will still 
need to borrow. 

Club chairman Carl Openshaw is looking 
for a positive outcome from the meeting. 

“I hope the members support the plan,” 
he said. 

(t We believe the proposals we have put 
forward are in the best interests of the club. 
We cannot continue to play at a ground 
where the facilities are falling into disrepair.” 

Process 

The special general meeting is the final 
hurdle in a planning process that has been 
years in the making. 

The plans would make the ground more 
profitable and the club financially stronger. 
The St Lawrence Ground is currently only 
used for 40 days a year, but with the 
new facilities it would make it viable all- 
year round. 

The club, like many counties, has returned 
losses in recent years. Last year it only 
made a profit by selling a cricket painting 
for £600,000. 

For Openshaw and the rest of the club’s

committee, the current situation is unsus¬ 
tainable in the long run. 

“The finances of county cricket clubs are 
fragile, particularly those like Kent that 
don’t have international matches. We have 
to find a way to increase our revenue, just 
like other counties are doing,” he said. 

But not everyone is in favour of the idea. 
Some fans argue the changes would bring 
more congestion, with the loss of the car 
parks and addition of amenities increasing 
traffic levels further. 

Another point of contention is the danger 
of permanently altering the arena’s ambi¬ 
ence. Canterbury has a long-held reputation 
of being one of the most charming and 
atmospheric county grounds, and critics 
believe the plans will change that for good. 

Openshaw said he understood the con¬ 
cerns of those unsure about the plans, but 
believes any problems will be outweighed by 
the benefits. 


“Quite clearly there will be changes, but 
nothing can stay the same. We are not making 
them for the sake of it - we are taking them to 
secure the long term future of the club.” 

One potential benefit of the scheme for 
local cricket fans could be the return of reg¬ 
ular international matches. The ground has 
only staged games intermittently over the 
last few years, with the most recent game 
coming in June 2005 between Australia and 
Bangladesh. 

The club has fallen down the pecking 
order for hosting such matches as other 
clubs redevelop their facilities. Durham’s 
Riverside ground, Hampshire’s Rose Bowl 
and Sophia Gardens in Cardiff are examples 
of new or planned improvements. 

Tomorrow’s meeting is being held at the 
Ashford International Hotel at 7pm.

LISA Dobriskey suffered bad luck 
in her bid to reach the finals of the 
World Athletics Championships 
in Osaka on Friday. 

The 1500m runner from 
Ashford lost a shoe in a colli¬ 
sion midway through her semi 
final. She kept going but was 
unable to challenge at the front 
of the race and missed out on 
today’s final. 

After the race the 23-year-old 
revealed the shoe had not come 
off straight away, which slowed 
her down even further. 

“I am absolutely gutted,” she 
said. “I felt strong but it just 
knocked my rhythm. It ends off a 
pretty rubbish season but hope¬ 
fully I can come back stronger.” 


Stella Bandu, chief coach at 
Ashford Athletics Club, trained 
Dobriskey for seven years before 
the youngster left for 
Loughborough University. After 
watching the races in Japan, 
Bandu thinks that while her 
protege will be disappointed not 
to make the final, it will not have 
been a wasted trip. 

“It’s a very good investment in 
Lisa to give her the opportunity to 
go to the World Championships,” 
she said. 

“I think it will give her a 
wealth of experience that will be 
useful in the future.” 

The 23-year-old won gold in 
last year’s Commonwealth 
Games, but even without bad 


luck a repeat was always unlike¬ 
ly with the high standard in 
Osaka. But with next year’s 
Beijing Olympics in mind, the 
trip to the Far East could be 
invaluable. 

Bandu said: “An athlete is the 
sum total of all her experiences. 
Going there and sampling the 
different culture and climate she 
will gain familiarity which gives 
her a lot of confidence.” 

On a personal level Bandu 
has watched with pride as her 
former student takes on the 
world’s best. 

She said “It makes me feel 
pretty good about myself, it is 
the first time I have coached 
someone to this level.”
